the carrier service. It <s, In -consider- 
able part, clue to his efforts that the 
free delivery of mall wns developed; It 
was during the Fiftieth 'Congress, cover- 
Ing the latter half of the first Cleve- 
land administration, that tbe letter car- 
rier service began Its modern growth, 
Jumping 19.3 per cent In one year und 
30.1 per cent the following year, till 
It comprised 8,257 men In 401 towns and 
cities on June 30, 1889, Just after Ben- 
jamin Harr'son had entered tbe White 
House. 


But while those proportions seemed

of rural depopulation It Is unphllosoph 
Icnl to Ignore completely the counter 
current from town to country, whlcl 
Is quite as significant as any other 
development of tho era of rapid transit 
and electricity. Sir Robert Hunter, In 
a British review, directed 
attention 


some time ago to this latter tendency 
which, as he says, "though perfectly 
familiar In the Individual experience of 
most of us, Is apt to bo overlooked In 
the general views which ore founded 
on statistics." 
Who, he asks, Is not 


acquainted with the prodigious exten 
slon of London In recent years over 
the surrounding rural districts? 
The 


ordinary classification of population as 
urban and rural Is misleading, because 
many so-called urban districts have 
Just ceased to be nominally rural and 
arc, In fact, considerable tracts of coun- 
try with one or two centers around 
which population Is grouped. In hun- 
dreds of so-called urban districts town 
life in tho proper sense docs not exist. 
Ita 11 way-served districts within a cer- 
tain radius of any Industrial center are 
classed as suburbs, but what does this 
"growth" of the center mean? 
It 


means, according to Sir Robert Hun- 
ter, that a large area of open country 
Is planted with inhabitants drtlwn, not 
from tho rural elements, but from the 
city population. 
"The community 


made up at the expense, not of the ag- 
ricultural districts, but of the towns. 
The very growth of large towns thus 
tends to cure Itself by the development 
of a species of centrifugal force. 
In- 


habitants from the center migrate to 
the outskirts, those on tho outskirts 
move further away to purely rural dis- 
tricts." Perhaps It Is an overstatement 
to say, as Sir Robert does, that the 
two opposite tendencies neutralize each 
other. The evil of congestion does not 
visibly "cure Itself." 
Hut tho reflow 


from town to country Is worthy of more 
attention than It usually receives. 
It 


Is certainly true that business and pro- 
fessional men seek more and more to 
combine the advantages of 
city and 


country life, and that, to quote the re- 
view writer again,- "tho need of quiet, 
fresh air and the sights and sounds of 
nature combines with tho ever-Increas- 
ing value of land In tho center of a 
town to spread Its Inhabitants out- 
wards."

business mou, among the number being 
three Americans, to go into the Interior.' 
During the last two mouths, however, 
Americans who are Interested lu ex-

churia have been active and earnest in 
their requests for permission to visit 
the Interior. The Japanese have point- 
ed out that, while thousands of troops 
were being moved out of the country 
and the capacity of the railroad was

ter registered about 14 degrees below 
zero at the time, and when the bubble 
was roleasc'd In tho usual way It fell 
to tho sno-;' perfectly frozen aa a hol- 
low sphere of ice.

these—1,778 carriers served an average 
of 1,075 jpeople, who had their mail put 
down at .the door from two to nine 
times every weekday, according as they 
received it in a small or large city aud 
In the business or residence section.

ried color of hair is due to interior .le- 
puslts in the form of invisible grains 
01' pigment, or natural paint, and It is 
through the loss of this matter that 
hair becomes gray, In which case the 
hair may be likened to a semi-trans- 
parent, glassy tube.

surface 
is

smooth, as generally snpiwsed. 
It is 


actually completely covered 
with In- 


credibly minute scales la a

manner to the wihgs of hutterllies and 
the bodies of fishes—that is to 
say, 


these Invisible slabs overlie one an- 
other precisely as do the tiles of a 
house. 
This statement may be veri- 


fied readily by detaching a hair from 
a 
lady's 
head—-by 
preference—and 


while holding the opposite ends In l>oth 
hrnds, so that it becomes stretched and 
taut, dragging It across the tender sur- 
face of one's lips. When drawn in the 
direction In which the scales lie the 
liair feels quite smooth; but if moved 
in the opposite direction a distinctly 
noticeable rasping is felt as the edges 
of the scales hitch against the (lesh.

country!" 
Any agitation which tends 


\t> keep men on the land and which dis- 
courages the unnatural and unhealthy 
overcrowding of already sufficiently oc- 
cupied urban districts 
Is 
distinctly 


wholesome, but In dwelling on the evils 
of rural depopulation It is ttnphllosoph- 
Ica! to Ignore completely the counter- 
current from town to country, which 
Is quite as significant as any other 
development of the era of rapid transit 
and electricity. Sir Ilobert Hunter, In 
a British review, 
directed 
attention 


some time ago to this latter tendency, 
which, as he says, "though perfectly 
familiar In the Individual experience of 
most of us, Is apt to be overlooked In 
the» general views which are founded 
on statistics." 
Who, he asks, In not 


acquainted with the prodigious exten- 
sion of London In recent years over 
the surrounding rural districts? 
The 


ordinary classification of population as 
urban and rural Is misleading, because 
many so-called urban districts have 
Just ceased to be nominally rural nnd 
are, In fact, considerable tracts of coun- 
try with one or two centers around 
which population Is grouped. 
In hun- 


dreds of so-called urban districts town 
life In tho proper sense does not exist. 
Hallway-served districts within a cer- 
tain radius of any Industrial center are 
classed as suburbs, but what does this 
"growth" of the center mean? 
It 


means, according to Sir Hohert Hun- 
ter, that a large area of open country 
Is planted with Inhabitants dnfwn, not 
from tho rural elements, but from the 
city population. 
"The 
community Is 


made up at the expense, not of the ag- 
ricultural districts, but of the towns. 
The very growth of large towns thus 
tends to cure Itself by the development 
of a species of centrifugal force. 
In- 


habitants from the center migrate to 
the outskirts, those on tho outskirts 
move further away to purely rural dis- 
tricts." Perhaps It Is an overstatement 
to say, as Kir Hobert does, that the 
two opposite tendencies neutralize each 
other. The evil of congestion does not 
visibly "euro Itself." 
Hut the rt'flow 


from town to country Is worthy of more 
attention than It usually receives. 
It 


Is certainly true that business and pro- 
fessional men seek more and more to 
combine the advantages of 
city and 


country life, and that, to quote the re- 
view writer again, "tho need of quiet, 
fresh air and the sights and sounds of 
nature combines with the ever-Increas- 
ing value of land In the center of a 
town to spread its inhabitants out- 
wards'."

Hoiv 
American* 
Can 
Adjudicate 


Property L,on«e* In 
War. 


Until the latter part of February the 


Japanese military authorities were un- 
able to offer any encouragement to rep- 
resentatives of foreign business houses- 
who wished to enter the zone of mili- 
tary operations In Southern Manchu- 
ria. 
But it is now asserted that tho 


interior of Manchuria, so far as thu 
Japanese are concerned, will very soou 
be open to all, and that p»ruilts to go 
inland on business or sight-seeing will 
be issued, suys the New York Tribune. 


In the b;st six mouths there have 


been a few applications on the part of 
business men, among the number being 
three Americans, to go into the interior^ 
During the last two months, however, 
Americans who are interested in ex- 
ploiting business enterprises in 
Man- 


churia have been active and earnest In ! 
their requests for permission to visit! 
the interior. The Japanese have point- j 
ed out that, while thousands of troops j 
were being moved out of the country j 
and the capacity of the railroad was j 
fully taxed, lit would be inconvenient i 
to provide for foreign visitors inside 
the war zone, either on business 
o'- 


pleasure. 
Consequently 
no 
permits 


have been grunted, so far as known, ex- 
cept to Japanese traders who are as- 
sociated with the Japanese army. 


The Japanese authorities appointed 


a committee recently, with headquar- 
ters at Dalny, to inquire into the status 
of private property owned by foreign- 
ers which was left in the Liuotuug pen- 
insula district at the outbreak of the 
war or later. 
Foreigners apply with 


a view to adjudicating their property 
Interests are directed to place 
their 


applications with the Japanese minis- 
ter direct or with a Japanese consul 
in. the country in which they may live. 


The application will be forwarded to 


the Japanese army headquarters 
.it 


Tokyo and If granted a permit will be 
issued through the Japanese foreign 
office. 
The Japanese civil authorities 


at I'ort Arthur and Dalny will be in- 
formed by telegraph of the issuance of 
tlie permit, and the applicant, if then 
ready to proceed, may do so without 
waiting for the arrival of the permit. 
This arrangement 
will . accommodate 


those who desire to visit I'ort Arthur 
or Dalny to adjust private property j 
matters, but not those bent 011 business 
purposes.
